11.^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant asserts the prior art made of record does not teach or fairly suggest: 1 ) "a support structure in a lumen" and 2) the "one 
or more optical conduits that are rotatable within the support structure". However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Regarding Applicant's first assertion, prior art Gabriel discloses the support structure (46) is located in the lumen (40). (Column 5, 
Lines 42-45). Regarding Applicant's second assertion, prior art Gabriel discloses element (56) may provide an audio, visual or 
tactile indication to the user (Column 6, Lines 49-53). Furthermore, wire (66) serves as the optical conduit, by which element (56) 
may function to provide audio, visual, or tactile indication. Finally, Gabriel discloses fiber optics may be utilized in the catheter 
(Column 7, Lines 62-64). Therefore, the rejection of the claims has been maintained .
